A. G. Hester, Evanston (IIl.) 
salesman who was sentenced to 
three months in the Workhouse and 
fined $100 yesterday by Circuit 
Judge James M. Douglas on his 


plea of guilty of manslaughter in 
n automobile death, appeared in 
he same court today, pleaded 
guilty of felonious flight in the 
’ game case, and was sentenced to 
three months in the Workhouse. 
The sentences will be concurrent. 
In fixing sentence, Judge Douglas 
exercised - judicial discretion and 
accepted the recommendation of 
Assistant Circuit Attorney John L. 
Sullivan, who in turn had made 
an agreement with Sigmund M. 
Bass, counsel for Hester, to this 


Victim in Safety Zone. 

The case was one of the clearest 
Wexamples of felonious killing and 
flight from the scene of an accident 
in the city’s police records. The vic- 
tim was Jesse B. Everingham, 42- 
year-old Terminal switchman and 
father of four children, who was 
run down and killed by Hester as 
he stood in a safety zone on the 
north approach of the Twelfth 
boulevard viaduct on the night of 
Aug. 1, 1934. Hester had been drink-,/ 


® ing prior to the accident. 


Maximum penalty for manslaugh- 
ter is 10 years in the penitentiary, 
felonious flight, five years. The ar- 
rangement to sentence Hester on 
different days for the two of- 
fenses was made because of a 
provision of law that two or more 
sentences imposed on the same day 
must be served consecutively. 

When Hester’s case was called in 
Judge Douglas’ court yesterday, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Sullivan 
arose and told how, months after 
the killing of Everingham, in- 
formation came to the hands of 
the police by which, finally, it 
was established that Hester, who 
is 38 years old, was the driver. He 
told the Court that the witnesses 
on whom the State must rely would 
be unable “to establish definitely 
that the deceased was standing on 
his feet,” and had not been injured

LORADO TAFT 
SPENT FORTUNE 
TO AID STUDENTS 


Sculptor’s Estate Only $10,- 
000—He Gave Away $250,- 
000 in 30 Years.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—Lorado Taft 
spent at least a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars helping young sculptors 
and planning a “dream museum” 
of comparative sculpture, mem- 
bers of his family disclosed today. 

The artist left an estate the esti- 
mated value of which is only $10,- 
000. His attorney, Angus Roy Shan- 
non, who filed Taft’s one-page will 
for probate, said most of it was 
in small investments. 

A member of the Taft family, 
asked why the amount was so small 
when the sculptor was known to 
have received high commissions 
during his long career, explained: 
“Mr. Taft gave away during the 
last 30 years of his life between 
$250,000 and $300,000. This was 
spent largely on young sculptors, 
but also on the purchase of “casts 
which Mr. Taft bought for his long-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will leave here to- 
night for Charleston, S. C., where 
he will sail tomorrow morning for 
Buenos Aires to participate in the 
opening session Dec. 1 of the peace 
conference of 21 American nations. 
He will address the delegates. The 
President will be away from Wash- 
ington for a month. 

A decision to lengthen his post- 
election vacation cruise into the 
12,000-mile round-trip to the Argen- 
tine capital was made by Roosevelt 


late yesterday. At the same time, 
he accepted invitations to land for 
official visits in Brazil and Uru- 


guay. His voyage will be made on 
the speedy cruiser Indianapolis.

de Janeiro will be reached Nov. 27. 


There the President will go ashore 


for the day as the guest of Presi-

Buenos Aires, the President will 
land Nov. 30, probably at Mar del 
Plata, a seacoast resort, and go by 
train to the capital. ; ?

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 17.—At- 
torney-General McKittrick an- 
nounced today that he had made a 
demand on Dr. J. E. Smith, super- 
intendent of the-Missouri Trachoma 
Hospital at Rolla, for return to the 
State Treasury of $2363 of State 
funds which, McKittrick 
was illegally paid to Dr. Smith‘ by 


Commissioner, in saiary and maih- 
tenance checks, to establish an in- 
tidental expense fund for the hos- 
pital. 

McKittrick said Dr. Smith had 
notified him a check for the $2363 
swas in the mail today. 


Refunds Total $10,919. 
Following a formal request by 
the Attorney-General, Dr. Mc- 


Gaugh said he would reimburse the 
State Treasury for $400, which, Mc- 
Kittrick’s inquiry disclosed, was 
paid to Dr. McGaugh last April 
23 by Dr. W. F. Lunsford, then a 
statistician in the Health Depart- 
ment, and represented a refund by 
Dr. Lunsford of his State salary 
for last February and March at 
$200 a month. Dr. Lunsford re- 
funded the money to Dr. Mc- 
Gaugh after receiving $350 a 
month for February and March 
from Federal health work funds. 

Dr. McGaugh said he did not re- 
call the transaction, except that 
Dr. Lunsford had paid him $400, 
which he thought represented a 
payment on a loan he had made to 
Dr. Lunsford. 

These réfunds make a total of 
$10,919 thus far repaid to the State 
since McKittrick began investigat- 
ing the finding of 174 canceled 
checks of the United States Public 
Health Service thrown into the Mis- 
sissippi River at St. Louis in a 
brief case. Dr. McGaugh, Nov. 7, 
turned over to the State fees of 
$8156, paid to him by the Federal 
Bureau of the Census. 

The Attorney-General said there 
was no charge of irregularity on 
the part of Dr. Smith in receiving 
the checks from State funds, at a 
time when he was receiving a Fed- 
eral salary of $383 a month from 
the Public Health Service, and that 
Dr. Smith had not profited from the 
payments. He said the arrange- 
ment was entered into by Dr. Smith 
at the direction of one of his su- 
periors. 

McKittrick said the payments to 
Dr. Smith from State funds, which 
included a monthly check of $120 
for hospital maintenance and occa- 
sional salary checks ranging up to 
$244 a month, were indorsed by Dr. 
Smith, at the direction of his su- 
perior, Dr. C. E. Rice, United States 
Public Health Service surgeon, and 
deposited in a Rolla bank. McKit- 
trick said the money was used for 
incidental expenses of the hospital. 

The Attorney-General charged 
that “the arrangements amounted 
to padding of the State payroll to 
provide funds for purposes for 
which no State appropriation had 
been made.” 

Attorney-Géneral’s Charges.

Action Follows Sitdown Strike

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 17.— 
More than 4000 workers in the plant 
of Bendix Products Corporation, sit- 
ting with folded arms in an unex- 
plained “sitdown strike,” were or- 
dered from the plant today by J. P. 
Mahoney, vice-president and works 
manager, and the doors of the plant 
were locked. Speaking to employes 
over the. public address system three 
hours after work was to have be- 
gun, Mahoney ordered them to 
leave the building and announced 
the plant would remain closed in- 
definitely. 

Vincent Bendix, president of the 
Bendix Corporation, attributed the 
closing of the company’s automo- 
tive accessory plant here to de- 
mands for a “closed shop.” 

Only a few. workers left the plant 
after the: first order and an hour 
later Mahoney again spoke over the 
public address system and told all 
workers except those office em- 
Ployes who are: on ary, -instead 
of an hour basis, to leave. 

In a short time the big plants, 
covering several acres were desert- 
ed except for office workers and a 
few maintenance men. 

Mahoney declined to issue a state- 
ment or to explain his action. Sev- 
eral workers said they did not know 
who issued the orders-for the sit- 
down strike and that the efforts of 
some of them to begin work were 
stopped by other workers. ;

ARGUES WITH JUROR 


Head of Spanish Phalanx De- 
nies He Had. Talk 
With Hitler,

ALICANTE, Spain, Nov, 17. — 
Jose Antonio Primo, de Rivera, son 
of Spain’s late dictator, argued bit- 
terly today with the Popular Trib- 
unal jurors who are trying him, 
with his brother and sister-in-law, 
for the capital crime of military re- 
belltion. 

He declared his one-time organi- 
zation,.the Spanish Falange (Pha- 
lanx), had no imperialistic charac- 
ter, denied he once had. held a po- 
litical conference with Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler of Germany, and assert- 
ed it had been his intention to es- 
tablish a syndicalist government in 
Spain. , 

One of the jurors, arguing with 
Primo de Rivera, said the Falange, 
generally regarded as Fascistic, was 
a group of “dandies” and asked the 
defendant to tell why he had been 
in communication with Gen. Mar- 
tinez Anido, often mentioned as a 
potential Fascist dictator for Spain, 
and other persons identified with 
the Fascist revolt. 

Primo de Rivera retorted they 
had been friends of his father, 
Gen, Miguel Primo de Rivera, who 
died in Paris in 1930. 

The Prosecutor, however, linked 
Primo de Rivera with a visit which 
he said Gen. Jose Sanjurjo, one of 
the early supporters of the pres- 
ent revolt, had made to Berlin in 
preparation for the uprising. 

Gen, Sanjurjo was killed in an 
airplane accident shortly after the 
start of the July revolt, while fly- 
ing from Lisbon to the aid of the 
insurgents. 

Primo de Rivera’s brother, Miguel 
Jr. denied he had engaged in po- 
litical activities with Jose Antonio, 
said he had had no part in the 
present uprising and repudiated ac- 
cusations that his wife had smug- 
gled two pistols into his cell, 

The wife of Miguel, Margarita 
Larios, likewise denied she had 
passed her husband pistols. She, 
said she gave him only a bottle of 
wine.

TAMPA, Fia., Nov. 17.—With the

Instead, 
according to word being passed 
among the delegates, the convention 
will vote merely to ratify the order 
of the Executive Council suspend- 
ing the unions enlisted under John 
L. Lewis’ banner. This is in line

A. F. of L. from the beginning of 
the dispute. 

Object to Embarrass Lewis. 

Federation leaders have sought to 
show that the Lewis unions have 
abandoned the A. F. of L. despite 
every effort to compromise the 
quarrel. By merely ratifying the 

suspension order the convention 
would leave the industrial unions in 
an anomalous position, neither in 
nor out of the federation. If John 
L. Lewis really intends to build up 
a separate national organization, as 
most of‘ the delegates here’ believe, 
this step would be calculated to af- 
ford: him the most embd&rrassment.

The function of the resolutions 
committee is not unlike that of 
similar bodies at the national con- 
ventions of Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. The committee 
must sort out of the large number 
of resolutions coming before it 
those which are regarded as gafely 
within the boundaries of long estab- 
lished Federation policy and which 
will be readily ratified by the con- 
vention. 

Supplicants at Door. 


Just as at national political con- 
ventions, there waited outside the 
committee’s door today representa- 
tives of numerous causes and mi- 
nority groups hopeful of obtaining 
A. F. of L. indorsement. Most of 
these representatives have no more 
chance of favorable action by the 
committee than they would have at 


ciliation. The convention voted to 

seat Charles P. Howard, head of 

the Typographical Union, and Max 

Zaritsky of the Hat & Cap Work- 

ers, although both have allied them- 

selves with the Lewis organization. 

Neither Howard nor Zaritsky is 

expected to attend the convention. 

Pro-Lewis Resolutions. 

Evidence of a ground swell of 
protest against the policy followed 
by the Executive Council’s opposi- 
tion to the union drive of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
was seen in six resolutions that 
called for immediate co-operation 
by the A. F. of L. with the Lewis 
unions. Several of these resolutions 
demanded that the action of the 
council in suspending the CIO un- 
ions be rescinded. 

Other resolutions called for A. F. 
of L. participation in a Farmer-La- 
bor party for direct political action. 
This is contrary to the policy which 
has long been followed by the A. F. 
of L. The late Samuel Gompers 
laid down the dictum that labor 
should be non-partisan, seeking to 
obtain preferment from both of the 
old parties. This line has been 
strictly adhered to by Gompers’ suc- 
cessor, William Green. 

Still another resolution went be- 
yond the position taken by the A. F. 
of L. Council, demanding that the 
federation work for adoption of a 
constitutional amendment which 
would permit the Government to 
regulate hours and wages and con- 
ditions of employment. The same 
delegates also called for action by 
Congress to curb the power of the 
courts. 

Convention Speakers. 

In between committee sessions 
the delegates today heard Repre- 
sentative James Meade (Dem.), 
New York, and David R. Lilienthal, 
one of the directors of TVA. Meade 
has been active in the House in the 
cause of labor. 

“When the TVA put in its low 
yardstick rates,” Lilienthal _ said, 
“the private companies in the re- 
gion cut their rates drastically, away 
below the average for the country. 
These companies at the same time 
predicted disaster and bankruptcy. 
Instead of that, the use of electricity 
grew by leaps and bounds and s0 
did their revenues. _ 

“The effect of this demonstration 
that lower rates are possible has 
been felt all over the country. The 
TVA dams and transmission lines 
are a kind of insurance against an- 
other outbreak of holding company 
abuses, a kind of imsurance that 
electricity can become more 


a Republican or Derhocratic con- 
vention. 

Gardner Jackson of Washington 
waited for a chance to present the 
case of the sharecroppers in Ar- 
kansas. Specifically he will ask for 
an international charter for the 
Southern Tenant Farmers’ Union, 
in which he claims there are en- 
rolled more than 20,000 members. 
Representatives of the American 
Friends of Spanish Democracy still 
are seeking to obtain a sympathetic 
resolution despite President Wil- 
liam Green’s refusal to permit Isa- 
bella Polencias, touring the United 
States on behalf of the Spanish 
loyalists, to speak to the delegates. 
They threaten to call a huge mass 
meeting in nearby Ybor City,  al- 
most solidly Cuban-Spanish, if some 
attention is not paid to their re- 
quests. Ybor City, strongly union 
because of the large number of 
cigar workers living there, has con- 
tributed larger sums to aid the 
Spanish Government than almost 
any other community in the United 
States. 

Peace Advocate Present. 
Miss Eleanor Fowler of the Wom- 
en’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom wants the A, F. of L. 
to take a strong stand on peace. 
Several persons are working to get 
out of the committee a resolution 
calling for a continuation of the 
Senate’s investigation of labor 
espionage. 

The representatives who have the 
most dramatic story to tell are Ga- 
briel Gelt and Caesare Vilar, exiled 
from Cuba because of their activ- 
ity in the underground labor move- 
ment there.: Green, it is reported, 
has indicated that he will give them 
a chance to tell the convention 
their story of torture, brutality and 
oppression, comparable to that 
which has occurred in Nazi Ger- 
many. 

According to Gelt, Col. Fulgencio 
Batista is absolute dictator of the 
island republic to the south of Flor- 
ida, in the same way that Musso- 
lini is dictator of Italy. Both men 
say that the American State De- 
partment has not only sanctioned 
but approved the Cuban dictator- 
ship. Summer Welles, Assistant 
Secretary of State, has taken a 
very active part in shaping policies 
in Cuba. Batista, according to 
Gelt, is closely allied with foreign 
sugar interests that have large in- 
vestments in Cuba.

Lewis Says CIO Unions Already 

Consideg Themselves Expelled. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—John 
L. Lewis said yesterday that the 
10 unions suspended from the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for join- 
ing the Committee for Industrial 
Organization would not consider 
sending delegates to the Federa- 
tion convention at Tampa as long 
as the suspensions stand. They 
considered themselves already ex- 
pelled«from the A. F’. of L., he said. 

He expressed hope that “Mr. 
Green will eat or drink something 
that will give him the courage to 
see this thing through to its logical 
conclusion.” Green has been sum- 
moned by the executive board of 
the United Mine Workers, of which 
Lewis is president, to appear 
Wednesday to show why he should 
not be ordered to desist from ac- 
tivities described in the summons 
as a conspiracy against the mine 
workers. 

Asked whether the Mine Work- 
ers could expel Green, Lewis said 
the executive board “has original 
jurisdiction in cases involving trea- 
son.” 

He announced that the Miners’ 
executive board had authorized pur- 
chase of the University Club Build- 
ing here, at a price of $275,000. The 
Miners, who now use rented office 
space, probably will remodel the 
building. 

New activity in the program for 
industrial unionism was announced 
when the general executive board 
of the Marine and Shipbuilding 
Workers of America made public 
plans for a nation-wide drive to en- 
list shipyard workers. The union 
said it would demand an increase 
in wages, shorter hours, union hir- 
ing halls and improved working 
conditions.

The 
delegation’s purpose in touring this 
country is to explain the position 
of the loyalist elements in the 
Spanish civil war, and to raise 
funds for food, clothing and medi- 
cal supplies.

Senora de Palencia is an artist and 
writer, who has represented Spain 
at several sessions of the League 
of Nations Assembly and at the 
International Labor Office. Domin- 
go, formerly a professor at the 
University of Madrid, is president 
of the Spanish Left Republican 
party, a moderate political group. 
Because of his opposition to the 
De Rivera dictatorship, he left 
Spain soon after it came to power, 
and returned in 1931, when the 
republic was-formed, to become a 
member of the Parliament. He has 
been Minister of Education and of 
National Economy in the Cabinet. 
He is the author of 10 books, and 
has traveled extensively abroad. 

Father Sarasola is a writer and 
scholar, and is considered an au- 
thority on the life of St. Francis 
of Assisi, on whose life he has writ- 
ten an outstanding book. He has 
been engaged in research work cov- 
ering the sixteenth century.

Taxpayers Plan to Enjoin 
Erection of Building in 
Yard of Vashon High. 


An injunction will be sought by 
Negro taxpayers to prevent the 
Board of Education from proceed- 
ing with. its plan to erect a Negro 
elementary school in the yard of 
Vashon High School, it was an- 
nounced today by Lonniel Jones, 
president of the Vashon Alumni As- 
sociation. 

In a circular mailed to Negroes, 
Jones, who resides at 2932A Lawton 
boulevard, said both spiritual and 
financial support were desired for 
the suit. “As taxpaying citizens,” 
he added, “we demand some con- 
sideratign.” 

The board recently refused a 
hearing to various Negro groups 
objecting to the site and at the 
game time awarded contracts for 
the $245,340 building. It has called 
a special meeting for Thursday to 
approve the contractors’ surety 
bonds. 

A petition for a different site 
‘was addressed to the board this 
week by the “Co-operative Civic As- 
sociation.” It was signed by Jor- 
dan W. Chambers, president, and 
George L. Vaughn, committee chair- 
man. Chambers is a Constable, 
Vaughn a Justice of the Peace; 
both are Negroes and Democrats. 

The petition assumed that the 
new school, at Cardinal avenue and 
Market streets, would be a direct 
replacement for the Waring School, 
2841 Laclede avenue. It objected to 
the Waring building, which is 64 
years old and contains 14 class 
rooms, and to the use in addition 
of 13 portable buildings as an an- 
nex, on the Vashon grounds, and to 
the fact that seventh and eighth 
pupils must be transferred to the 
Lincoln School. 

A belief that the new building, 
which would have 17 class rooms, 
would be insufficient to Meet the 
demand, was expressed in the pe- 
tition. However, Superintendent of 
Instruction Henry J. Gerling told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that a re- 
atrangement of pupils of Negro 
schools was contemplated in con- 
nection with the new building. 

No white high school had its 
campus littered with portable build- 
ings, such as stand in the yards of 

Vashon and Sumner, the Negro 
high schools, the petition said. 

“There is no white high school,” 
the petition continued, “on whose 
campus a 17-room grade school has 
been erected.' The Vashon campus 
is the smallest of the modern high 
echools in the city, containing only 
206,891 square feet, or about 132 
square feet per pupil. The average 
of the newer white high schools 
is 147 square feet per pupil, while 
two have in excess of 156 square 
feet per pupil. 

“To place the proposed building 
on the Vashon campus will reduce 
the space far below the average of 
even the older high schools. There 
will be hardly any play space left. 
The children of these two schools 
will be forced to use the nearby 
city recreation center for play- 
grounds, where the schoo] author- 
ities will have no jurisdiction to 
keep other persons from intruding. 
This will aggravate an already 
pressing and grave problem of pre- 
venting men and boys not connect- 
ed with schoo] life from mingling 
with and preying upon the pupils 
during play hours.” 

The petition declared the board 
must be able to afford to purchase 
an adequate site.. School officials 
have reported that they could not 
find another site obtainable at a 
price which could be justified, and 
have suggested that the city might 
be asked to close Cardinal avenue 
between the proposed elementary 
school and the municipal recrea- 
tion center. 

Asserting that the Board of Edu- 
cation was not giving Negroes the 
same chance as whites for adequate 
schooling, the petition charged that 
the expenditure per pupil was 
smaller for Negroes than for 
whites. In conclusion, it urged the 
board to reconsider its action and 
obtain a new site for the new 
school, also to remove the present 
portables from the Vashon grounds. 

A Negro mass meeting to pro- 
test against the board’s plan will 
be held at 3 p. m. Sunday at Union 
Memorial Methodist Church, 2731 
Pine boulevard. 


Board of Education Buys Let Ad- 
jacent to Garfield School. 

The Board of Education has pur- 
chased for $10,250 a 64x117-foot lot 
at 3219 South Jefferson avenue to 
augment the site of the adjacent 
Garfield School, 2612 Wyoming 
street, whose old buildings are be- 
ing replaced by a new structure. 
Negotiations also have been started 
by the board for purchase, from 
residents of the East, of a vacant 
lot on Texas avenue, directly back 
of the one on Jefferson. 
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difficulty in that. The city would 
be asked to vacate the present 15- 
foot alley and accept a strip of the 
same width on the south edge of 
the lots. The Jefferson avenue pur- 
chase was approved by the board 
at an executive session in October 
and completed a week ago.

If you want to enjoy a G Minor

The trouble is that most of the 
woes are real. Here are some of 
them: “All Positions” Klein prob- 
ably is out of the game for the re- 
mainder of the season; besides hav- 
ing a bad elbow, Bob Hudgens has 
a bad knee in which ailment he is 
joined by Dick Yore.

Dwight Davis, Muny Banquet Guest, 
Sees No Need for Supervision of 
Athletics by Federal Government

The famous sportsman, Dwight F. Davis, donor of the interna- 
tional tennis trophy and one of the founders of the St. Louis Munici- 
pal Athletic Association, last night gave his views on government 
control of athletics. 

Attending the silver anniversary 
dinner of the Muny A. A.. Davis 
was asked informally if he believed 
close supervision of sports by Gov- 


ernment agencies would be advis- 
able in the United States. 
Supervision Is Needed. 
“I think sports should be con- 
trolled by those who are interested 
in them,” said the man who in his 
57 years has been a high public of- 
ficial and distinguished army offi- 
cer. 
“Control such as the muny asso- 
ciation exercises is a very fine 
thing. It is supervision which is 
needed. It was the first organiza- 
tion of its kind and is being copied | 
by many cities.” 
“But do you believe in Federal 
control?” he was asked. be 
“Not especially. There’s too much 
danger of politics creeping in and 
that would destroy all advantages 
that might be gained.” 
Tennis, of course, is one of Da- 
vis’ greatest interests. The status 
of amateurs in the sport has at 
times been a controversial point. 
Davis was asked whether he 
thought the distinction between am- 
ateur and professional should be 
abandoned. 
“Absolutely not. Amateurs must 
keep their standing. Professional 
sport can be like any other profes- 
sion, honorable and praiseworthy; 
but I think amateurs and profes- 
sionals should be kept separate.”

Krestinsky, the Vice-Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, declined yesterday 
to receive a sharp German protest 
against the arrests.. 

The Soviet Foreign Office re 
mained silent as to details of the 
charges. The press reported only 
the capture of two “spies” from “a 
certain neighboring country” along 
the Polish border. 

The protest, declaring the ar- 
rests were “extremely aggravating” 
and certain to strain relations be- 
tween the two countries, demanded 
immediate proof of the charges 
against the Germans. It insisted 
on the right to communicate with 
the prisoners, who have been shut 
off from outside contact since they 
were seized along with persons of 
other nationalities. 


NEW TEST OF FRAZIER-LEMKE 
AGT FILED IN SUPREME COURT 


Attorneys for Plaintiff Include Con- 
gressman Lemke, Co-Author of 
the Legislation. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—A new 
test of the constitutionality of the 
revised Frazier-Lemke Act, sus- 
pending for three years foreclosures 
on farm mortgages, was filed in 
the Supreme Court yesterday. 

It was carried to the court by 
Robert Page Wright of Bedford 
County, Virginia, who numbered 
among his attorneys Representative 
William Lemke of North Dakota, 
co-author of the legislation, and 
presidential candidate of the Union 
party in the recent election. 

Wright sought a review of a de- 
cision by the Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals holding the act uncon- 
stitutional. 

A month ago the Supreme Court 
refused to review another case in¢ 
volving the legislation, filed by the 
Phoenix Joint Stock Land Bank of 
Kansas City. The Western Mis- 
souri Federal District Court held 
the act constitutional and the bank 
sought a Supreme Court review 
without waiting for a decision by 
the Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals.

At his press conference, the Pres- 
ident also announced appointment 
of a large committee of farm lead- 
ers, editors and others to study and 
report by Feb. 1 on the “most prom- 
ising ways of alleviating the short- 
comings of the farm tenancy sys- 
tem.” Secretary Wallace heads the 
committee. 

The President made known the 
unemployment census plans be- 
fore leaving tonight for Buenos 
Aires where he will address the 
opening session Dec. 1 of the Inter- 
American Peace Conference. 

Asked to comment on the pro- 
posal of Harry L. Hopkins, Works 
Progress Administrator, that such 
a census be taken, the. President 
said the subject was being studied 
and undoubtedly something would 
come out of it. - 

He said the self-registration plan 
toward which he was working per- 
sonally would be much simpler and 
cheaper than a door to door can- 
vass. The latter method, he added, 
would soon become out of date and 
necessitate frequent periodic can- 
vasses, 

Tugwell’s Aid Is Secretary. 

L. -C. Gray, Assistant Resettle- 
ment Administrator, was designated 
executive secretary and _ technical 
director of the committee to study 
farm tenancy. 

In a letter to Secretary Wallace 
the President cited what he called 
a continued increase in farm ten- 
ancy in the last 50 years as “signifi- 
cant evidence that we have fallen 
far short of achieving the tradi- 
tional American ideal of owner-op- 
erated farm.” 

The number of tenant farmers, he 
said, had increased steadily since 
1880 and added this growth had 
been “frequently associated with 
soil depletion and declining living 
standards.” 

The special committee, working 
under the general auspices of the 
National Resources Committee, 
was given the task of developing a 
land nure system which would 
“bring an increased Measure of se- 
curity, opportunity, and well-being” 
to farm tenants. 

The committee was urged to con- 
sult leaders in state and national 
affairs, including Senator Bank- 
head (Dem.), Alabama, and Chair- 
man Jones (Dem.), Texas, of the 
House Agriculture Committee, who 
have been active in pressing farm 
tenant legislation. | 

Text of Letter. 

The text of the President’s letter 
to Secretary Wallace follows: 

“I am writing to ask you to serve 
as chairman of a special committee 
which will make a report to me not 
later than Feb. 1 on a long-term 
program of action to alleviate the

shortcomings of our farm: tenancy 
system. : 

“I am anxious that.we thoroughly 
examine and report on the most 
promising ways of developing a 
land tenure system which will bring 
an increased measure of security, 
opportunity and well-being to the 
great group of present and prospec- 
tive farm tenants. 

“The rapid increase of tenant 
farmers during the past/ half-cen- 
tury is significant evidence that we 
have fallen far short of achieving 
the traditional American ideal of 
owner-operated farms. 

“The growing insecurity of many 
classes of farm tenants, frequently 
associated with soil depletion and 
declining living standards, presents 
a challenge to national action which 
I Hope we can meet in an thorough- 
ly constructive manner. 


First Step in Program. 

“It is my thought that the first 
step in evolving a workable pro- 
gram is the preparation, under the 
general auspices of the National 
Resources Committee, of a compre- 
hensive report by a special commit- 
tee of persons who have both an ex- 
tensive knowledge of the problem 
and a sympathetic interest in its so- 
lution. I am designating Dr. L. C. 
Gray, Assistant Administrator, Re- 
settlement Administration, to serve 
as executive secretary and technical 
director for this special committee. 

“As you know, Senator John H. 
Bankhead and Representative Mar- 
vin, Jones have manifested a keen 
interest in this problem, and, during 
the Seventy-fourth Congress, 
worked actively in behalf of pro- 
posed tenancy legislation. It is my 
desire that the committee consult 
with them. It will be helpful also 
to secure the views of other state 
and national leaders.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Two Labor+ 
ite members of Parliament from 


Wales refused last night to greet 
King VIII when he visits 
Wales tomorrow to inspect condi- 
tions among the unemployed. 

Aneurin Bevan declined the in- 
vitation of Labor Minister Ernest 
Brown on the ground that there 
are problems and suffering in 
South Wales for which the King’s 
Ministers are responsible. 

Bevan said he deeply regretted 
that the King’s “well-known sym- 
pathy” for the unemployed should 
be used to conceal what he called 
the negligence of his Ministers and 
“their active persecution of the 
poor.” 

W. HH. Mainwaring, another 
Welsh member of the House of 
Commons, wrote Brown that he 
could not join “a tour of this char 
acter.” He advanced similar rea- 
sons. 

The Daily Herald, a Laborite 
newspaper, declared “a widespread 
revolt against the indifference of 

Ministers to the plight of the 
lack areas” produced “a serious 
/crisis for the Government.” 

“Throughout Monday,” the paper 

d, “there were meetings in come 
mittee rooms of Commons by mem 
bers of all parties gravely con 
cerned with the failure of the Gov- 
ernment to do anything for the 
black areas. 

“There was a meeting of the Tory 
members of Parliament, another of 
the all-party north country meme- 
bers and another of the all-party 
Welsh members.

I, also, have warned Spaniards, 
15 years ago, that something must be 
done to avert revolution. But if asked 
what, or by whom, the best either of us 
could have done would be to suggest that 
a regiment of apostles like St. Francis of 
Assisi be uncovered and set to work! 

A church beaten down by 100 years of 
triumphant liberalism (of the Latin va- 
riety!), robbed of its property and crip- 
pled by anti-clerical meddling can hardly 
be blamed by anyone who knows history 
for not being in some respects up to the 
level of the freer Catholic body in Ameri- 
ca. If, however, the Spanish church has 
been weak in action, it has never lacked 
the spirit of martyrdom. Moscow has 
over-reached itself. The menace of Com- 
munism has done what no amount of 
preaching could do; it has aroused the 
heroism of a crusade. 

But Mr. Fernsworth is tame alongside 
his confrere of the Manchester Guard- 
ian, whose thriller appeared in your is- 
eue of Nov. 12, When the writer weeps 
over Spaniards “whom in England we 
should class as liberals,” he betrays an 
ignorance of the meaning of words, or a 
pathetic gullibility, or possibly downright 
dishonesty. Who would display fanatical 
hatred for an English liberal? 

Permit me to conclude with a few pos- 
itive statements. The Popular Front Govry 
ernment represented a minority of the 
actual voters, It came into power through 
a controlled election, in which wholesale 
terrorism was employed. Most important, 
it did not attempt to govern in the sense 
of protecting life, liberty and property. Its 
policy was dictated by Moscow. It was 
merely a stage on the way to complete 
Communism. The Spanish people, or, if 
you will, “the army, the church and the 
propertied classes,” had a right and a 
duty to defend themselves. They have 
earned the gratitude and respect of those 
of us who prefer civilization to barbarism.

The Socialist party is an accepted institution in 
America. Norman Thomas conducted an energetic 
and intelligent campaign this year. Yet his vote, it 
now appears, was only about one-eighth of that he 
polled in 1932, and fell far below that of his party's 
banner year, 1920, when Eugene V. Debs, in prison 
at the time for opposing the wartime draft, received 
919,799 ballots. 
The Communist party took on great prominence in 
the campaign just closed. The publicity received by 
its candidates and its philosophy must have been 
far beyond the expectations of the party’s strategists. 
But when the votes were counted, the total was little 
more than half the number received four years ago. 
This result certainly should remove from serious 
discussion the alleged “menace” of the Communist 
movement in this country. 

The Socialist-Labor party has a long-established 
tradition, and claims to follow the Marxist line more 
exactly than any other left-wing group. It has a 
little nucleus of faithful, but even these, according to 
the figures, dwindled this year to a mere handful. 
Probably a complete count will increase the num- 
ber substantially, and this is doubtless true of the 
Sogialist and Communist totals as well. It is alto- 
gether possible that not all the votes for left-wing 
parties are counted, but there is n6 reason to sup- 
pose that this practice was more prevalent in 1936 
than in any other year. 

One factor that reduced the Socialist total was 
the recent split into left and right-wing factions. 
This division played a part in the formation of the 
American Labor party in New York State, composed 
of trades-union members and others who formerly 
supported the Socialist ticket. This group, which 
threw its strength to President Roosevelt, polled close 
to 300,000 votes. 

The Communist party’s voting strength also was 
reduced as a result of the Roosevelt candidacy. Com- 
munist spokesmen, while not indorsing the Roose- 
velt policies, centered their fire on Gov. Landon and 
the Republicans, and let it be known that their fol- 
lowers were free to support the President as “the 
lesser of two evils.” es 

The minor parties have frequently performed a 
service in bringing to notice issues which the major 
parties find it convenient to evade. They have been 
a stimulating intellectual ferment in the political 
field, and doubtless will continue to be. Some of 
them have been pioneers in the field of social legis- 
lation. Many of their platform proposals, looked upon 
as fantastically radical when first put forth, have been 
adopted in later years by both major parties and 
enacted by popular demand. 

The existence of these parties is living proof that 
the right of free opinion continues to exist in Amer- 
ica. Their speakers occasionally meet with interfer- 
ence in some intolerant communities, but the nation- 
wide protest that immediately develops keeps the 
country aware of its people’s rights to civil liberty. 
Attempts to keep these parties off the ballot because 
of their principles should be sternly opposed by all 
who remain loyal to the American traditions.

Here's a pretty kettle of fish. The proud party of 
Lincoln, James G. Blaine, Theodore Roosevelt and 
Elihu Root—we are alluding, as one might suspect, 
to the Republican party—has been cast into outer 
darkness in the State of Florida. Because it failed 
to- receive 30 per cent of the vote in the last election, 
State law bars all Republicans from the ticket in 
the 1938 election.

To put it eyen more cruelly, the 
Republicans are in the same fix in Florida as the 
Communists are in New York State, the latter hav- 
ing failed to poll sufficient votes to merit recognition 
at the next election.

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MR. CHADSEY ‘ON THE SMOKE PROBLEM. 

We wish we shared Mr. Chadsey’s optimism about 
the St. Louis smoke problem. Mr. Chadsey, Director 
of Public Safety, is quoted as saying that the prob- 
lem ean largely be eliminated by a more adequate 
smoke inspection. There is at present only one 
inspector in the Building Department who devotes 
his entire time to smoke inspection. 
would increase the force to 12 inspectors and send 
them out to enforce the smoke ordinance. By that 
means, he believes 75 per cent of the smoke problem 
could be made to disappear. * 

Of course, if any such magical solution of the prob- 
lem were at hand, the city must have been fast 
asleep for many years. If we could rid ourselves 
of most of the smoke by hiring 11 inspectors, then 
St. Louis has been undergoing all the unpleasant and 
value-destroying effects of smoke for failure to spend 
a mere pittance for the employment of additional in- 
spectors. 

Mr. Chadsey believes that much of the smoke ema- 
nates from railroad locomotives and, if that is true, 
his solution is a sound one, But it is generally 
agreed that the great bulk of the smoke comes from 
private dwellings, apartment houses and tenements, 
that it pours from 100,000 chimneys, and that the 
root of the matter does not He in the passage or en- 
forcement of smoke ordinances, but in making avail- 
able a smokeless fuel or fuels which can displace 
raw bituminous coal. Such a fuel naturally would 
have to compete in price with Illinois bituminous, 

As we said recently, here is a test for man’s inge- 
nuity, but we do not believe it an insuperable one. 
Smoke, a man-made problem, certainly will admit of 
a man-made solution. It is not additional inspectors 
that we need, but the kind of leadership that purified 
our water supply prior to the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position. That looked impossible, too, but it was 
done. So can the right kind of leadership purify 
our air,

The health officer is also confronted with 
the problem of stimulating an adequate con- 
sumption of milk for his community., Before 
he can honestly recommend increasiig milk 
consumption, he must be assured of its 
quality and its safety. ,

When it comes to the bacteria count, we 
find a wide variation. Our present ordinance 
requires that the milk have a reduction time 
of not under three hours, approximately 
1,500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, The 
standard ordinance requires that this milk 
be less than 200,000 bacteria up to the time 
of delivery to the pasteurization plant. 

Briefly, our standards for a safe milk sup- 
ply in our present ordinance do not meet 
the approval of authorities on this subject. 
Our standard is one of the lowest of any 
of the major cities in this country. That 
standard cannot be recognized as a safe 
standard from a public health viewpoint. 

A high count does not necessarily mean 
that disease orgagisms are present, and a 
low count does not necessarily mean that

ing purposes, so that the consumer may be 
apprised of the quality of his milk supply 
at all times. 

With the present ordinance requirements, 
the health officer cannot frankly and hon- 
estly state that he is securing a milk sup- 
ply that is as safe as it can be made, nor of 
the quality that it should be from a public 
health standpoint, 

The present ordinance does not permit 
grading and degrading provisions for the 
preducers or distributors. The producer 
either meets the ordinance requirements or 
is cut off. The distributor is permitted to 
sell an inferior grade of milk, even if he 
meets ordinance requirements, and if he 
doesn’t meet these requirements, only two 
procedures are left: namely, court procedure 
with a fine for violation, and revocation of 
permit. Both have proved costly and unsat- 
isfactory. 

Police court procedure is expensive, time- 
consuming and unsatisfactory in many ways. 
Revocation of permit is a drastic action that 
should be taken only when there is a grave 
violation. Even then, when a large corpo- 
ration is involved; it would cut off a large 
portion of the city’s milk supply and would 
hardly hold ‘up, in court. The standard or- 
dinance recognizes the revocation of permit 
in extreme cases. It also recognizes fines 
for violations of provisions of sanitation, but 
only after the grading and degrading provi- 
sions have been violated, Experience has 
shown that degrading accomplishes compli- 
ance with the ordinance.

Swifter acceleration and greater 
hill climbing ability are matched 
“by more powerful braking systems, 
by better driver visibility, y great- 
er ease and sureness of control. 

All of these are matched by im- 
provements in general safety in 
driving and for passengers. Bodies 
ai; of steel throughout and-much 
stronger. They are considerably 
roomier, with wider seats. The 
drivers’ seats are more easily ad- 
justed to individual requirements. 
The shock absorbers, in many cases 
of the large airplane type, are 
better. So the effects of fatigue 
are mitigated. 

Center of Gravity Lowered. 

Use of the hypoid rear axle has 
enabled the engineers to get rid of 
tunnels in the compartments and 
drop the floors, with resultant low- 
ering of centers of gravity. Sta- 
bilizers have been redesigned. So 
the cars are safer on rough roads 
and when rounding curves. The 
lighting systems have been some- 
what improved, and, cn the whole, 
the headlights give better road il- 
lumination and can be manipulated 
so as to be less annoying to ap- 
proaching drivers. 

Better gasoline economy despite 
power increases has been gained by 
more efficient combustion chamber 
design, by better location of spark 
plugs, by improvements in carbu- 
retion and manifolding. In some 
cases compression ratios have been 
stepped up. : 

In more éars than in 1936, an 
economy factor is the over-drive, 
which is really a fourth gear that 
cuts in automatically to reduce the 
Humber of engine revolutions re- 
quired to propel a car a given dis- 
tance and thereby to effect mate- 
rial savings in wear and in the 
amount of gasoline and oil con- 
sumed. The over-drive now cuts in 
at 35 miles per hour, and goes in 
and out of action more softly, so 
that it is barely noticeable to pas- 
sengers. 

Greater Oil Economy. 

In some cases, oi] economy is 
achieved by use of an oil condition- 
er that postpones the time when oil 
changing is necessary. The develop- 
ment of such devices, which can be 
built into*an engine or installed 
later as extra equipment, makes it 
possible to use the same lubricant 
far beyond the ordinary change pe- 
riods. Filtering materials have 
been developed, for use in such con- 
ditioners, that are said to eliminate 
thoroughly abrasives, water, acids 
and discoloring elements and thus 
to keep the oil for long periods in 
its original condition so far as lu- 
bricating qualities are concerned.

Sibley’s statement was in re- 
sponse to reporters’ questions 
whether the point of view ex- 
pressed in anti-New Deal resolu- 
tions adopted at the chamber’s an- 
nual meeting in 1935 was to be 
maintained. He replied that it had 
always been the purpose of the 
leadership of the chamber “to co- 
operate” with whatever adminis- 
tration was in power. “However, he 
added, at the 1935 meeting, the 
membership ran away with things, 
“took the resolutions out of the 
hands of the committees,” and re- 
drafted them on the convention 
floor. :

Egg. 

Printers Know Editors.

AMES A. FARLEY, Postmaster- 

General and chief engineer in 

the big election, reaches South- 
ampton on his way to spend a hol- 
iday in Ireland, “as cheerful as 
ever,” which must be quite cheer- 
ful considering the news he got 
on Wednesday the fourth. 

Mr. Farley says. we are in for 
“a prosperity greater than anything 
we ever have known,” and that is 
"because the country will be built 
on a sound foundation.” The word 
“sound” has several meanings. Mr. 
Farley's meaning is the good one.

vailed there would have been no 
great World War.” 

Others hold Erasmus responsible 
for the great religious war started 
by Martin Luther; “Erasmus laid 
the egg and Luther hatched it.”

LONG Hollywood and Sunset 
A pouievards, in the Golden City, 

congregates a species known to 
the motion picture trade as “butch- 
ers.” They are the contact men be- 
tween talent and studios, the ar- 
tists’ representatives of the West 
Coast, and through their offices pro- 
ceeds a constant array of what the 
initiated term “personalities”—all 
abound for the nation’s screens. 


The derivation of their class title 
of “butchers” is obvious in light 
of their craft, a sort of super-sales- 
manship of human beings. The 
product that these venders offer to 
the studios—almost entirely 
acquaintance with execu- 
tives and through personal relation- 
ships with the film hierarchy, in- 
stead of on a purely business ba- 
sis—is known by the generic te 

of “personalities.” - 


But a personality in Hollywood 
is not the personality of Webster. A 
babe in arms may-be a personality, 
if the photoplay calls for one; or 
an adult with complete lack of qual- 
ities of attractiveness, A troupe of 
acrobats, “sold” as a urit, is a per- 
sonality, too. | 

This situation rather clouds in 
the Hollywood mind the fact that 
something more is called for in pic- 
ture performers than the personal- 
ity which makes a person leader of 
his set in Long Island gociety or in 
Chicago gangland or in every-day 
life anywhere. The Hollywood per- 
sonality needs more than the at- 
tractive appearance, ready smile 
and freedom of vocabulary which 
characterize personality generally; 
in fact, the Hollywood player may 
forego some of these attributes and 
yet forge ahead in the business, if 
some other element is present to 
stamp him as unique. “Being dif- 
ferent” is what makes the Holly- 
wood “name.” . 

Thus the old tape measure stand- 
ard of personality no longer holds 
among the players in any stratum 
over the extras and chorus girls. 
Time was when a girl in the films 
needed naught but physical quali- 
ties, computable with a tape meas- 
ure in the Atlantic City beauty 
pageant or in a lesser version of 
that spectacle; now she requires 
something that will set her off from 
all the amateur rivals of like di- 
mensions throughout the land. 

Simone Simon, newest addition 
to the stellar flight, exemplifies 
this necessity. Thousands of young 
women have the weight and line 
calculations which make Miss Si- 
mon pleasant to gaze on; but where 
is another with Miss Simon’s physi- 
cal proportions who can boast her 
naive-sophisticated manner, her be- 
guiling speech, her amazing smile? 
These are the virtues of which Miss 
Simon’s personality are made, and 
they cannot be measured except at 
the box office. 

Greta Garbo, Joan Crawford, the 
vivacious Jean Harlow—they, too, 
have that extra something which 
stamp them as differdnt from the 
thousands of Misses Garbos, Craw- 
fords and Harlows who attempt to 
mimic their qualities. But these 
are all players with positive attri- 
butes of personality. Equally im- 
portant in virtually all cinematic 
efforts are the negative personali- 
ties—the players whose very lack 
of such outstanding personality 
‘gives them personality.

Admission to a fraternity or soror- 
ity (save in the few which are 
based upon academic standing) does 
not imply superior qualities or 
character in the prospective mem- 
ber, but superior depths to his or 
her dad’s pocketbook. Even where 
there is outstanding charm, that 
charm is the product of -a back- 
ground which only wealth can sup- 
ply. 

There will be indignant denials 
of this by youngsters who feel that 
money plays a negligible part in 
fraternal life.

Communism, itself, is not more 
alien to the American standard 
than those HOTBEDS OF SNOOT- 
OCRACY, nor isn’t a more maili- 
cious menace on our college cam- 
puses.

For 
instance, an inch-high replica of an 
old village church made of dia- 
monds, sapphires and emeralds set 
on platinum carries an $85 price 
tag. The diamond-studded charms 
are the most expensive, of course, 
but it is possible to spend several 
hundred dollars on a solid-gold col- 
lection, and still not have much 
more than a good start.

Charm buyers for the department

jewelry business. There was a sim- 
ilar outburst just about 25 years

Today anything from a 
cocktail shaker to a lawn mower is 
a “charm” if it is faithful repiica 
and no more than an inch high. 

And the present craze is not 
wholly a whim of fashion. The 
charm bracelet may be the latest 
thing in costume jewelry, but 
charms also have their appeal to 
collectors. One St. Louis man spe- 
cializes in unusual pieces and in 
mechanical charms. He has quite 
a collection, so far, which includes 
Jonah in the Whale, Moses in the 
Bullirushes, the Devil in a cocktail 
shaker, a safety razor that comes 
apart and has an actual blade, a 
nutcracker and scissors that really 
work, and a grindstone that really 
turns. He has a catalogue a quar- 
ter of an inch square with gold 
covers and real paper pages.

You must have 
known that they would be wild 
with anxiety when you did not 
come home and 
did not let them 
know where you 
were for days 
an@ days.

“Aw, the teach- 
er was sore on 
me. She never 
gave me a chance. 
I didn’t want to 
go to school any 
more, and I knew 
my father and 
mother would make me. The 
teacher never gave me a show.” 

So. It was the teacher. The 
teacher who had struggled for 
weeks on end to get this ‘half- 
grown boy to do enough work to 
pass to the next grade was his ex- 
cuse for running away from his 
job. There is always an excuse 
given for such behavior, but it 
can rarely be taken as the reason, 
The reason is usually hidden from 
the child and must be searched 
for before coming to any conclu- 
sion. 

When a child runs away from 
home, or school, or work, you can 
be certain that he was failing 
somewhere, and that steady failure 
has so bothered him that he could 
bear it no longer and took the only 
way he could see out of it. His 
excuse is usually the teacher, the 
mother, or father, the foreman, 
anybody or anything will serve as 
a scapegoat. The fact that he puts 
his finger on some obvious person 
or situation makes it difficult for 
us to get to the actual cause. He 
clings to the obvious, to the sur- 
face thing, transfers his feeling to 
it and feels better.

T is hard on the teacher and 
| tne parents, who have done their 

best to help the youngster. They 
are hurt to the quick to have this 
lamb of their bosom turn into a 
fox that bites them. If they can 
realize the true state of the child's 
mind, know that he is mentally 
confussed, truly helpless and is 
using them as a symbol of his un- 
happiness perhaps they will feel 
better about it. Helpless people 
always blame those who try to help 
them. It does not matter. What 
does matter is that we find the 
real cause of the child’s trouble, 
remedy it, and start him again. 

First test out his health. Ado- 
lescent boys and girls are likely 
to have periods of restlessness, of 
great fatigue, of apparent slow- 
ness of mind and body. There are 
still teachers who make no allow- 
ances for such children and who 
press them upon the sore spots. 
Test out the conditions at home 
and in schoo! and try to make the 
child fit to face them if possible. 
Forcing him to face them while he 
is unfit will do no good and will 
end in the dramatic and futile run- 
away. 

Don’t accept the excuse he offers 
too readily. Listen to what he says 
and read through it to the reality 
behind it. His excuse, the teacher, 
the parent, the boy next door, the 
pain in his head, is usually the 
obvious thing thatappealed to hits 
as the cause of his trouble while 
the real cause remained hidden to 
him as well as to others. Don’t 
feel outraged.. Just wait until your 
anger dies and look for the rea- 
son. Then work to remedy it.
